"There was a mrtti living in London in 


1808," said a Philadelphia oyster-dealer 
to a Press reporter the other day "who 
had a very great liking for oysters, but 
lie could not pay for them.

A civil 


debt had been contracted which could 
only bo recovered in a civil court, und 
so, after some hard swearing, the 'beat' 
would be ordered .to vacate the premises. 
Had lie been lucked out he could have 
brought an action for assault ar.d bat- 
tery and gained his case. The oyster 
'beat'finally turned up at .Scott's. "No- 
body knew him, so he ordered six dozen 
with brown bread and butter and a glass 
of stout, and soon got outside of them. 
Then he called upon the waiter and said 
lie had no money. Mr. Scott took him 
by the collar and kicked him into the 
street. The beat returned with n police- 
man and gave Scott in charge, and the 
boss was fined live shillings the next 
morning at Bow street for unlawful as- 
.sault. Six weeks afterward, a waiter 
;from one of tho upper rooms came down 
and told Mr. Scott there was a man up- 
stairs who had eaten six dozen Whit- 
atablo natives, and on being presented 
with the bill, £1 4s, .'-.ad declined to pay. 
Seott went up to see who he wtu, aiid 
found it was the same man who had 
played the trick before. This time tho 
boss gave the beat in custody, but the 
police magistrate declined to sentence, 
him, and discharged him with a caution. 
Blamed if the beat did. not return u 
month or t'wo afterward and succeed in 
getting another dozen oysters from u 
.waiter who had only been a short time in 
the restaurant, .Scott determined to bo 
even with the man this time, s&he WHIKH 
-.up to him, and instead of. black-guarding 
.him pretends to believe that tho bent is 
playing a praotloal joke and invited him 
:into an adjoining room to take a drink. 
;The beat was n,ot suspicious, and he fol- 
, lowed Seott into the next room, where 
:he was seized by two or three oE the 
meu and stripped of his clothes. Then a 
quantity of tar and feathers was pro- 
.cured, and the beat was quickly turned 
into a bird. In that condition ho was 
put into the streets. 
Of course he was 


soon pounced upon by a policeman and 
locked up. Scott was also taken into 
Custody, but allowed to go home on 
giving a promise to appear in. court the 
following day. By tho time of hearing 
thirty-three oyster shop keepers were 
ready to give evidence against the beat, 
and the magistrate seeing it was a case 
of 
systematic 
swindling, 
discharged 


Scott for assault, and committed the 
'heat for six months' hard labor. 
That 


was the last I heard of the gentleman."

John Robbins beat at tho battle of Bun- 
ker Hill. He sends a characteristic let- 
ter with the gift.

The conductor had disappeared without 
asouud, aud tho bnikemau testified that 
he must have slipped from the tup of tho 
car as it was utterly impossible for him to 
have been struck by the top of tho bridge- 
The traiu was stopped

seventeen car-lcugths and backed up to 
tho bridge, where tho body <.f Ohls was 
found, with lifo utterly cxtiuc!;, lying 
across the irou gii-dei'H upon ono sid : of 
the bridge. Dr. Wnnl testiticd Urn 
death could havo ensued from either of 
two wounds upon the back aud front of 
the head, respectively. Thn jury render- 
ed a verdict that the "said Y. J. Ohls 
came to his.death at tho Cata'sh crossing, 
from causes unknown," nt-words to that 
purport. Yesterday forenoon, an engine 
and caboose were run up to the scene of
